Six persons were arrested on 
charges of violating the county 
prohibition law, warrants for 
three others were issued and 
two injunction suits to close a 
hotel and a residence under the 
redlight abatement act have 
been filed in Superior Court as 
the result of raids on four es- 
lishments in Crackett and Va- 
hena at an early howt “ Wednes- 
day morning by county officers. 
The raids were conducted under 
the direction of District Attor- 
ney A. B. Tining, Undersheriff 
William Veale, Constable J. J. 
Fox and a half dozen deputies 
and speed officers, 

Those arrested were Mike Napoli, 
Manuel S. Rose, Leo Cid. Irene Cos- 
tello, Frank Maricich and John Bar- 
navich. The woman was taken be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Ray Stand- 
ish, pleaded guilty and was_ fined 
$500. The others with the excep- 
tion of Cid are in the county jail 
in lieu of furnishing bonds. 

According to Tinning warrants 
have been issued for the arrest of 
Pete Regerello, pool hall owner, A. 
Pezzutta, owner of a rooming house 
and John D. Cecil charging all with 
violation of the county dry law. Ce- 
cil is alleged to have conducted a 
hip pocket trade. 

The injunction suits filed yester- 
day ‘are directed against establish- 
ments owned by Pezzutta and Mar- 
icich. 

According to Tinning small quan- 
tities of liquor were seized in all 
places and the authorities have rec- 
ords of sales made previous to the 
raids. 

Napoli was arrested at the pool 
hall establishment of Regerello on 
Loring avenue. According to Tin- 
ning six quarts of liquor were 
found concealed in a trap fashioned 
in a stairway leading from the main} 
floor to the basement of the struc- 
ture. Undersheriff William Veale 
and Deputy Ben Lore raided Rege- 
rello’s place while other deputies 
simultaneously entered other estab- 
lishments.
